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“LET CATHOLIC SOCIETIES DO THIS WORK 
FOR CATHOLIC FOREIGNERS. 


The United States Government Bureau of Nat- 
uralization is urging the churches of the land to set 
aside Sunday, July 2, next, as Citizenship Sunday. 

On August 1, 1915, an a te was made by the 
Federal Government to the public schools in cities and 
towns having a population of 4,000 and over. As the 
result of this appeal approximately fifty of the leadin 
cities and towns of the country immediately respond- 
ed and affiliated with the Bureau of Naturalization, 
and night classes were established in the public 
schools in these cities. Since that time the work has 
constantly expanded and increased in volume, until at 
- the present time there are over six hundred and forty 
 ¢ities and towns in forty-five states of the Union co- 
operating with the Government Bureau and aiding 
foreign-born residents, by instructing them in the in- 
stitutions of the American Government, as well as 
equipping them with a knowledge of reading, speak- 
ing and writing in our tongue. 

In a recent letter received from the “Bureau of 
Naturalization” the following paragraphs appear: 


“Wach month. 4s soon as the naturalization pape:s are received from 
the clerks of courts, the Bureau furnishes to the superintendents of 
schools in the cities and towns in co-operation with it, the names and 
addresses of the foreigners residing within their respective jurisdic 
tions. who have filed their declarations of intention or petitions for nat 
uralization, as well as the names of their wives, in order that the schoo! 
authorities may get in touch with them and prevail upon them to enroll 
in the night schools. Letters are also sent by this Bureau to each of 
these persons advising of the action taken, setting forth the material 
advantages to be derived from an attendance upon the public night 
schools, and wureing early enrollment. Since last September approx! 
mately 165,000 names of foreigners have thus been furnished to the 
schoo! authorities in the cities and towns above referred to, and the re- 
gults have been most cratifying, as shown by the enthusiastic letters 
received from the teachers engaged in this work. 

“In order that a uniform method of instruction might be adopted in 
these night classes for foreigners, the Bureau of Naturalization has pre 
pared and distributed to the public schoo! teachers throughout the coun 
try ‘An Outline Course in Citizenship.’ This Course is based upon a two- 
year périod. and corresponds to the two years which, by law, must elapse 
between the date on which a candidate for citizenship declares his in- 
tention to become a citizen, and the date on which he is permitted to 
petition for naturalization \ thorough grounding in reading, speaking, 
and writing in our tongue is outlined for the fitet year, and, for the 
eécond year, instruction in the institutions of our Government, and in 
the rights, duties, and responsibilities of citizenship 

“Realizing that the churches could ald materialiy in forwarding the 
good citizenship mov ement, the Bureau of Naturalization has approach 
ed, in a most earnest manner, the churches of all denominations all ove: 
the country, in an endeavor to have at least one Sunday m each year 
set aside as Citizenship Sunday, on which will be preached at the morn. 
ing service, in every church in the country, a sermon on Citizenship.’

The Protestant revivalist, Rev. J. D, Gunn, made 
a pertinent observation when he spoke as follows, on 
April 18, at Chattanooga, Tenn. : i 

“Christ said; “Thou art Peter, and upon 

this rock I will build my church and the gates 

of hell shall not prevail against it,’ showing 

that Christ intended to build a church.

It alone could have been meant, be- 
cause it was the only Christian Church then in @Xis- 
tence: and no other has since then ever been truly 
catholic, or universal.

| Wature is seen al 


There is a Story in the Old Testament with which every Catholic Is 
acquainted and which he is not likely ever to forget. 

Sameon, a Judge in Israel, had received from the Lord the persona! 
mission of warring upon the Philistines by whom his country was op- 
pressed. He was a Nagarite. sacred to God from his infancy even in his 
death. The tong flowing hair which distinguished him was the eign of his 
consecration, the sign of a Nazarite amiong the Jews. It is not strange 


therefore that Almighty God should have connected with them the ex 
traordinary physical strength He bestowed upon him. 

Having recounted the deeds of Samson against the Philistines, the 
Scripture adds: 

“After this he loved a woman who dwelled in the valley of Sorec, and 


she was called Delila. 

“And the prificess of the Philfetines came to her, and said: Deceive 
him, and learn of him wherein his great strength lieth, and how we may 
be able to overcome him, to bind and afflict him: which, if thou wilt do. 
we will give thee every one of us eleven hundred pieces of silver.” 


We may well enough remember the wiles which were practiced by 
Delila; her sensuous tures, her deceptions by which she overcame the 
Nazarite, and made him, disobedient to his God, and finally deprived him 


of his strength when slie had learned wheretn its secret |a 
livered him weak and helpless Into the hands of his enemies. the Philis 
tines. He had justly forfeited the strength which God had given him for 
high and sacred purposes. 

“Then the Philistines seized upon him, and forthwith pulled out his 
eyes, and led him bound in chains to Gaze, and shutting him up fn prison 
made him grind.” 

There are many sources of spiritual danger which we might rightly 
enough compare to this lascitious, heartless, deceptive creature of sin. 
We need but mention the senstious theatres, the immoral displays in many 
of our moving picture shows, the irreligious schools that instill infidelity 
into the soul of youth, besides robbing it of its virtue. 

Under a thousand deceptive forms sin appeals to us and it is needless 
to strive to enumerate them all. In thé early ages of Christianity it was 
not possible for Christians to look about them upon the public streets 
without casting their eyes upon objects that were lustful or tempted to 
ein. The Catholic of today is often hardly less exposéd and there is need 
of the same courageous self-restraint and self-denial. 

But there is one source of danger in particular which aptly compares 
with the treactierous Philistine woman. 
ligious press. 

It appeals to Catholics with its skillful seductiveness, with its lascivious 
immorality and religions falsehood, and with the lure of a hidden paganism 
to ruin their souls. It comes with its artful representations of mora! 
shamelessness in picture and print, in Sanday supplement, in popular 
magazine and salacious “best seller.” It practices its treacheries by mis- 
representation of Ristory, of religion and of current facts that touch upon 
the interests of Christianity and the Catholic Faith. It offers, under the 
enticing semblance of science and learning, the entire mess of the world's 
errors, ancient and modern, for our consumption. 

There is no need of referring in particular to a literature which. like 
that of Socialism and Radicalism of every kind, is directly condemned by 
the Church, and which covertly or openly seeks at all times to discredit: 
her with the world and rob her children of their precious Faith. But 
there is a vest literature besides, apparently more respectable and ‘in 
nocueus, that constantly plies its Delila trade for the deception, the defile 
ment and the ruin of souls, 

Why should Catholics support a press which betrays them into the 
hands of their enemiés? Why should they give their silver and thetr 
nicke! and even their copper ¢oains—to apply the words of @ great prelate 

in order that chafns may be forged out of them for their own enslave. 
ment? 

Even the socalled neutral press is often highly dangerous. Why then 
should Catholics not give their whole strength to the support of the ex 
cellent Catholic press which they now possess’? Why should their tables 
not be laden with Catheolic literature? It will imbue them with the Cath. 
olic spirit; it will act as a necessary antidote to the poisonous doctrines 
of the age. They cannot do without it. 

Here, then, is the modern Delila, with whom we must shun all! inter- 
course and from whom we must protect our ebildren with the most aesic- 
uous care. All dangerous secular literature that is seeking an entrance 
inte our homes and our hearts in order to betray us to our ruin is a Delfla 
temptation. 

Her first object is to beget in us religious indifference. Then the 
truth is more and more obscured by her. Prror follows in its place. (red- 
ence is given to the misrepresentations of Catholic tnterests. The Cath. 
olic point of view in the questions of the day, in matters of history and 
finajly even in doctrines of the Church themseives is lost to sight. 

Those who indulge ih secular literature, even the most innocent. to 
the exclision of the necessary Catholic reading, have set their foot upon 
her path. How far they will go elong in it God only can know. 
souls have followed it to their eternal ruin. 

Like the Nasarite of old, we are dedicated to God, and our consecra. 
tion to Him took place in the Sacrament of Holy Baptism. Shall we yield 
ourselves up. Hké a spiritually blinded Samson, to the treacherous wiles 
of the modern Delila? a 

Sensuous, heartiess, deceptive, she would rob us of our sublime mis 
sion in the service of Christ, she would take from us the strength by which 
we are to destroy the Philistine paganiam of our day and spread the Kine 
dom of God upon earth. With her endiess enticements to sensuality, he: 
deceptive teachings, and her shams that pass for learning and for science
